house will fully equal, if not excel, that 
now being open for occupancy, and 
when completed the Captain will have 
one of the finest hotels on the Pacific 
coast—and It will be located right here 
in Reno. 


The first of next week C. P. Cross, 


who has been mechanical foreman at 
the Riverside hotel since last Decem- 
ber, and had charge of the comple- 
tion of the new portion of the hotel, 
will start a force of men at work put- 


ting that part of the old landmark of 
Reno, which still remains, in condi- 
tion for the comfortable accommoda- 
tion, of the guests of theh ouse. 


But this is only one of the proposed 


buildings to adorn Reno the coming 
season. 
The Elks 
home 
on 3Tirst 


street, the foundation of which has 
already been erected, will be the scene 
of activity as early in the year as the 
weather -will permit. Then there Is no 
question of the erection of a new post- 
office building at the corner of First 
and Virginia street, on the southwest 
corner; while there is a possibility and 
a promising one, that the Masons will 
erect a Temple on the southwest cor- 
ner of the above mentioned streets.

singly the many private residences 
and apartment houses, the contracts 
for v-hich are even at this date in the 
hands of the builders, and as soon as 
the material can be obtained and the 
weather will permit, -n ill be in course 
of construction.

experimental station on arid land near 
Salt Lake, has discovered a process 
by which the alkali may be removed 
from soil, and the land made as finfe 
agricultural tracts as theie are in the 
world. 


The result of 
ten months' experi- 


mental work has therefore resulted in 
a victorft for the government. 
The 


success ox the tef!ts means that mil- 
lions of acres of now worthless land 
in the west will be reclaimed, especial- 
ly in Nevada, Utah, California, Idaho 
and Colorado, if this is true. 


The department of agriculture is op- 


erating on a forty-acre tract of the 
worst alkali land across the Jordan 
river about four miles west of 
Salt 


Lake City.

" There has been considerable feeling 
evoked throughout the state by the 
publication in The Journal of the ap- 
pointment of a newcomer to the Cecil 
Rhodes scholarship that was intendsd 
by the donor to go to a Nevada boy, 
Mr. Williams, who received the ap- 
pointment by the faculty committee of 
the University of N°vada, is a Missou- 
rian, but recently came here from the 
State of Washington. 
Several of the 


Nevada boys have been endeavoring to 
add to their erudition gained in the 
local university by studying in Cali- 
fornia in order to fully equip them- 
selves for the final test. 
They feel 


very sore over Williams' appointment 
and The Journal has been asked by a 
dozen students and business men to 
give the matter an airing. It did so 
in a very conservative manner 
the 


other day. 


• The Journal does not desire to per- 
secute the committee for its appoint- 
ment and is willing to give both sides 
,of the story. Dr. Church, a member 
of the committee of which President 
Stubbs is chairman, says: 
, The Rhodes' scholarships, according 
to the official rules of the Rhodes' trus- 
tees, are not confined to residents of 
tfte states in which they are given as 
are appointments to West Point and 
Annapolis, but may be conferred upon 
any member of the university, or legal 
resident of the state, provided the lat- 
ter has had a college education. 
Fur- 


thermore, that a member of the uni- 
versity faculty has the same right to 
compete for a scholarship as a stu- 
dent, providing he is unmarried and 
not too old. Finally, that Mr. Williams 
is a legal resident of Nevada, has a 
home nowhere else, has relatives here, 
and was residing in the state before he 
received a scholarship at the univer- 
sity in EngllHi, where he has taught 
one class in English in part paymfent 
of hia expenses while studying for the 
higher degree of Master of Arts. Af- 
ter Mr. Ayres' refusal of the nomina- 
tion, the committee, in view of 
Mr. 


Williams' high attainments in schol- 
arship and the honor he would be- 
stow upon the university if sent 
to 


Oxford, (a belief now vindicated by 
the fact that he has already been of- 
fered and has accepted a fellowship 
in Ethics 
at Columbia 
University, 


amounting to $750 per annum), chose 
him as Oxford scholar providing the 
age limit would not debar him. 
The 


only other candidate who could possib- 
ly meet the entrance requirements at 
Oxford was granted the right to enter 
a competitive examination with Mr. 


Williams in January next, if he so de- 
sired, and is at present studying in 
California, preparing to win the pres-1 


ent scholarship, if possible, or at least 
the one to be offered a year hence. 


The committee in its desire for fair- 


ness sometime since adopted a method 
of selecting Oxford scholars, which di- 
vided the power of election between 
the student body, the committee on 
examination and the scholarship com- 
mittee itself, so that the latter must 
receive the approval of at least one of 
the former to effect a choice.

scholarships will appear in the

The Grain Growers of Truckee 


; • Meadows and Other Portion 


of tjhe State Given Interesting 
and Valuable Information 


JEclltor Journal: 
In answer to sev- 


eral suggestions from your reporter 
ifco the effect that I give ray impres- 
sions o£ 'the grain yield to the farm- 
ers of oyr county-and state for pres- 
ent Reason, I have to say; 
First, as 


regards ! quality I am sure the crop 
aow,,[ being threshed, is the best ever 
harvested in the western counties of 
our state. This is particularly true of 
Washoe, and Douglas counties. 
As 


regards quantity it is no doubt a fact 
that the crop is considerably short of 
that of two years ago. This without 
doubt is one of the. results of the low 
price of grain during the last three 
years. 
Indeed the price was so low 


that., many farmers abandoned grain 
. raising and. devoted their energies to 
stock-raising and the dairy.' 


This fact has resulted 
in a short 


•crop this year, not because the yield 
j>er acre is less than usual, but because 
fess acres were cultivated so that Ne- 
vada has returned to her normal con- 
ditions of years ago, when the state 
only produced 
about 
one-fourth or 


one-third enough wheat necessary to 
feed its. inhabitants. 


' However, a "better 
day" for 
the 


•wheat farmer has come through the 
enhanced price of grain, not only in 
^Nevada, but in all the grain-raising_ 
(districts of the United States, if not of 
the world. For instance two and three 
.years ago-the wheat f armors W Love- 
Jock valley exported thousands of tons 
to tide water from which they realized 
a sum. at home of much less 
than 


twenty dollars per ton. 
The grain 


s-aised .there this year is sca'rcely suf- 
ficient for local rise, although if 
they 


iiad their usual crop 
it would bring 


(them more than twenty-seven dollars 
jper tori at home. 


Generally the price this year is far 


greater than for a number of years 
past. It may be here noted that the 
3jrain merchants of Chicago, St. Louis 
suid San Francisco all agree that 
the 


present higher prices are more, than 
ilkely to last for years to come, so I 
•think, these conditions should be con- 
sidered by our farmers and prepara- 
tions made for the coming season. 


And here I want to revert to -what 


some of my friends Have said was a 
hobby with me towit: 
In favor of fall 


planting of wheat. 
I'Yom an experi- 


ence of twenty-four years in 
flour- 


jmilling I don't hesitate to Hay I be- 
3ieve . the -'people of \Vestern Nevada 
are as particularly in favor of good 
fflour as any, anywhere in the world. 


They 'all want good 
bread, light 


toread and white bread. 
Now I sub- 


mit that "to have the staff of life come 
up to demand, there must be good 
wheat aricl I don't hesitate to say that 
fall sown or winter wheat is the best 
for our soil and climate, because: 


•First, it will yield more and better 


flour. Second, a bushel and a half of 
seed sown in the fall will produce-from 
jten to twenty per cent more grain than 
spring sown wheat aiul as already sug- 


, X*sted, airbetter quality fo'r 'which the 
iflour mill.man no doubt will pay at 
least t'wo^dollars per ton more. 


And now as this article is getting 


longer'.'than .I.expected when I. began 
•writing, I will reserve my suggestions 
tbo the ''farmei's for a few days, when 
•IX..think I>;can show them that It will 
^>a.y them to give more particular at- 
tention to ;.wheat growing.
